The medals awarded to 
Gittzus are: the American 
Campaign Medal; the Navy 
Good Conduct Medal; the 
Asiatic Pacific Campaign 
Medal, with two battle stars; 
the WWII Victory Medal; the 
Combat Action Ribbon; the 
Honorable Service Lapel 
Button, and the Honorable 
Discharge Lapel Button. 

“Mr. Gittzus earned all of 
those,” said Tierney. 

Margaret Wilson and Rob 
Peterson Jr., who were there 
on behalf of Representatives 
Jim Miceli and Ken Gordon, 
offered a citation, which 
lauded Gittzus’s “remarkable 
life.” 

Bruce Czulada, his nephew, 
said that Gittzus had been ill 
for a. while and the medals 
rejuvenated him. 

“T think he’s a lot happier 
and healthier than he was 
before,” he said. 

“[The medals] have given 
him a lot more energy.” 

Czulada hadn’t expected 
such an outpouring of sup- 
port. The room in: which 
Woodbriar held the ceremo- 
ny was overflowing with peo- 
ple. There were a couple 
dozen members of the 
Masons, a, dozen or so 
Kiwanians and other friends 
to honor Gittzus. 

“T never thought it was 


.. going to come to this,” he 


said. 

Gittzus told of his experi- 
ences aboard the Lindsey at 
a Kiwanis Club meeting back 
in the early 90’s. He said at 
several Val dive bombers 
attacked the Lindsey. Two 
got through and blew 60 feet 
off the bow of the ship. The 
commander, T. E. Chambers 
ordered “All back full” and 
the ship plowed backwards 
with the front of the ship 
popping up, keeping the 
water from rushing in. 

Gittzus said Chambers was 
a real fighter. 

Fifty seven sailors were 
killed and another 57 wound- 
ed. 

After the Kamikazes 
attack, Gittzus helped with 
digging through the wreck- 
age. A temporary bow was 
added after she was towed to 
Guam. It took three months 
to affix that temporary bow. 

They ultimately took the 
ship through the Panama 
Canal to Norfolk Virginia in 
August 1945, arriving four 
days after Japan surren- 
dered. 

“That’s where it was 
rebuilt, and that’s where he 
ended up off the ship,” he 
said. Gittzus said he was 
kept in the Navy for 50 more 
days after returning from 
sea, because they needed 
him to work on the ship. 
Others got to go home right 
away. 

Caulada said Gittzus has 
been a resident of 
Wilmington since 1953. He 
taught woodworking and 
metal working at the Perkins 
Institute for the Blind for 
seven years. Later he moved 
to the Lexington Public 
Schools where he continued 
teaching wood working for 20 
years. He had begun his 
teaching career at 
Provincetown Public Schools 
before the war. 

He is one of the founders of 
the Wilmington Kiwanis 
Club, and served as a 
Kiwanis district lieutenant 
governor. He has been an 
active member of the 
Wilmington Congrega-tional 
Church and a member of 
Friendship Lodge of Masons.

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Marathon victim tells 
story for the first tim 


One year later, still recovering

Over a year ago, thousands 
of spectators were innocent- 
ly standing at the finish line 
of the beloved Boston 
Marathon when many of 
their hopes, dreams and 
worlds exploded violently 
along with two bombs. Some 
of them have never told their 
incredibly horrific stories 
publicly until now. One 
woman is speaking only now 
of the terror that insinuated 
into her life and 
changed her forever as that 
gruesome scene remains 
indelibly etched into her 
mind and seemingly 
unmarked body. 

Tewksbury residents, Ellen 
Sexton Rogers, her husband, 
Mark, and their daughter, 
Vanessa, had been standing 
near Jeff Bauman when 
Ellen recalls first hearing a 
horrendous whistling sound 
and a deafening bang, then 
being blown approximately 7 
feet away from where they 
were standing and, in the 
horror of those’ few 
moments, losing sight of 
their precious 13 year old 
child. 

Recalling those terrorizing 
moments, Ellen reveals, 
can’t tell you how loud it was 
but it was awful. Nothing 
can make those memories 
and those sounds go away. I 
remember hearing the first 
bomb and my husband 
thought the building was 
going to come down on top of 
us so he tried to protect me 
but we couldn’t find Vanessa. 
The first person I saw on the 
ground was Jeff Bauman. 
While Mark searched the 
area frantically, I screamed 
and screamed her name over 
and over and over. I couldn’t 
stop screaming. Vanessa! 
Vanessa! Where are you?” 

The three of them had been 
standing in front of the fence 
but Vanessa was nowhere to 
be found. 

“T ran through people on 
the ground who were on fire 
to look for her. I never 
stopped screaming for my 
daughter,” Ellen recalls still 
with an ever-present degree 
of terror and incredulity in 
her voice. 

Fortunately, Vanessa had 
managed to run away from 
the sudden blast and her 
father discovered her only 
yards away after he had 
frantically rolled over bodies 
near the fence thinking she 
might have been beneath one 
of them. 

Ellen had been standing 
with her husband and 
youngest daughter at the fin- 
ish line waiting for her step- 
daughter, Nicole Niles, to 
cross it. Not far from them 
was her stepson, Joe Rogers, 
and Nicole’s husband, Sean 
Niles. 

Reliving that day of horror 
to finally tell her story pub- 
licly, Ellen remembers hear- 
ing a police officer yell to 
everyone, “Get out of Back 
Bay! We’ve been attacked!” 
Still hysterical, Ellen 
screamed again and again 
as she looked to the sky fear- 
ing they we being attacked 
by missiles. After finding 
Vanessa, the Rogers were 
directed to go down the 
street away from the devas- 
tated area. 

“T was still frantic, crying 
and screaming as we tried to 
find our way. A kind lady sat 
me down on her front steps 
and an ambulance came by 
‘and wanted to take me to the 
hospital but I didn’t go. This 
kind-hearted woman ushered 


us into a limo that she had 
previously hired for her fam- 
ily,” said Ellen. 

Now huddled down on the 
floor of the back seat of the 
limo, Ellen continued 
screaming in anguish and 
terror of an unknown threat 
as the driver travelled over 
the bridge to bring Ellen to 
her daughter, Jaclyn 
Sexton’s house where she 
might feel somewhat safer. A 
short time later, her cousin, 
Lea Sterite, from Belmont 
arrived to take them back 
home to Tewksbury where 
she discovered BB bullets in 
her sneakers. 

By now Ellen’s head was 
exploding with pain, her 
eardrum was damaged, she 
was. experiencing double 
vision and had problems 


‘with peripheral vision so she 


went to Saints Hospital in 
Lowell to be treated but did 
not stay overnight. It wasn’t 
until later that she was diag- 
nosed with additional affects 


of that horrific bombing. 


According to Dr. John 
Lowry, Clinical Instructor at 
Harvard Medical School and 
Staff Physiatrist at 
Spaulding Rehabilitation 
Hospital, “Ms. Sexton Rogers 
suffered a concussion as a 
result of her brain absorbing 
the bomb's blast wave -- 
basically a highly-com- 
pressed wall of air moving at 
about 1000 feet per second. 
Pathophysiologic ally the 
brain's cells and their con- 
nections with each other can 
be disrupted. This micro- 
scopic injury pattern is 
not typically visible on CT 
scans or most MRI imaging. 
However, because most if not 
all of the brain is absorbing 
this energy the affects can 
be as profound as they are 
varied. Whatever the brain 
‘does' -- from conscious 
thinking, to emotions to hor- 
monal regulation, to even 
monitoring basic bodily 
processes such as heart rate 
-- all of these things can be 
impacted.” 

“This type of injury is 
essentially the same as what 
we have seen in service 
members returning from 
Iraq and Afghanistan after 
having been in close proxim- 
ity to an JED. No 
different. It took time to 
understand why soldiers and 
Marines were having diffi- 
culty with concentration, 
memory, mood, energy and 
other issues but in more 
recent years the military 
has taken a leading role in 
the research effort. We've 
gained a lot more insight 
into developing better treat- 
ments. Still, we have a long 
way to go. Recoveries are 
slow, making this injury 
more difficult for marathon 
bombing survivors is the fact 
that there is no outward, vis- 
ible sign a person has 
it. Unlike say, limb-loss, this 
wound is.'invisible'. For sur- 
vivors like Ellen, 
recovery has been a. long, 
slow and often invisible 
struggle,” stated Dr. Lowry. 

Shortly after the bombing, 
a woman from MOVA 
(Massachusetts Office of 
Victims Assistance) came to 
see Ellen and recommended 
she see Dr. Lowry at 
Spaulding Rehab. According 
to Ellen Dr. Lowry talked to 
her for hours and, after test- 
ing, told her that she had 
suffered severe trauma brain 
injury. MOVA also directed 
Ellen to PAF (Patient 
Advocate Foundation) where 
she has received a great deal 
of assistance.

their daughter moments after the bomb exploded 
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non-profit organization that 
assists patients with navigat- 
ing an often frustrating and 
confusing insurance cover 
age system, appeals denials 
and negotiates access to 
healthcare. PAF case man- 
agers worked with Ellen on 
two separate issues. In 
September 2013, “PAF 
reviewed her eligibility for 
disability. benefits and 
helped her complete!-the 
application process - » for 
Security 
Administration. With Eilen’s 
short-term memory *loss, 
brain trauma from explosion 
and PTSD, this assistance 
was vitally important ‘and 
she is very thankful to:the 
Patient Advocate Foundation 
for helping her to receive 
much needed disability bene- 
fits. Again this April,: PAF 
worked with Ellen to dver- 
turn a denial of other drasti- 
cally needed benefits. 

PAF has done the same for 
other marathon survivors 
and those injured in the fac- 
tory explosion in West Texas 
that occurred soon after ‘the 
Boston bombing. 

Ellen continues to receive 
physical, occupational ‘and 
speech therapy along with 
psychological counseling ‘at 


‘Spaulding as well as inuich 


needed treatment at the’Pain 
Clinic in Lowell General 
Hospital. In. addition ‘to 
treatment for her “invisible” 
injuries, Ellen had orthope- 
dic surgery on her shoulder 
at Lowell General for aru rup- 
tured and severed bicep. 
Unable to operate her busi- 
ness due to short-term inem- 
ory loss and severe back ‘ahd 


-neck pain from her‘ disc 


injury, Ellen fears for ‘Her 
financial future saying’ Til 
never be the same person ‘I 
was before. I had my- own 
cleaning business but + ‘I 
haven’t been able to work. 
It’s so upsetting to be in this 
position because of two péo- 
ple [accused bombers, 
Dzhokhar and Tamerlan 
Tsarnaev] who did a sense- 
less act of terror. I’m very 
angry!” 

As a result of this loss‘ of 
income, one of her daughters 
started a fundraising -cani- 
paign this week to help Elieh 
with her mounting medical 
bills that include surgery for 
a torn bicep, injections, for 
pain for a disc injury inher 
neck and back, a punctured 
eardrum and chronic PTSD 
(Post Traumatic Stress 
Disorder) that required hos- 
pitalization and ongoing 
therapy.

It’s been a long, extraordi- 
nary year for Ellen since:Her 
life changed in almost ineon- 
ceivable measures. «She 
struggles each and every day 
with the horror of «that 
moment when her world 
exploded before her shatter- 
ing her sense of well béing 
into a_ million pieces. 
Tragically, Ellen’s story is 
but one of many other sur- 
vivors of the blast who :still 
relive the horror and inhu- 
manity of that devastating 
event in alarming frequency. 
While at first hesitant, Ellen 
decided she would like to teil 
her story so others cancsee 
the face of “blind injury.’ 

Her hope is that friends 
and families of those people 
recognize the similarity <of 
Ellen’s story and offer their 
loved ones the support they 
need to help them~ .get 
through every day.

For 18 years I worked in the 
Tewksbury Cemetery all 
through the winter and sel- 
dom got cold. Before that I 
worked in construction and 
seldom got cold there either. 
When I worked in the ceme- 
tery, the grave digging was 
by hand up until the last 
year I-was there. I can tell 
you in all honesty that some- 
one hasn’t lived until they 
have to dig a grave in the 
frozen ground with a sledge 
hammer and a wedge. There 
were times that I went home 
and my arms were so sore 
and tired I could hardly hold 
a fork. In other words I’ve 
earned the right to talk

We have handi- 
capped toilet facilities. We 
have elevators and ramps in 
buildings. We have Braille 
on signs. But what about the 
hearing impaired? 

Some places of worship, 
theaters, and courthouses 


about winter misery. 

This year, my getting cold 
began with deer hunting, 
something that I love. But 
we had over a foot of snow 
on the ground and the tem- 
perature was less than 
balmy. My wife said I was 
balmy just to go out but I 
couldn’t turn down a hunt- 
ing opportunity when asked. 
I feel guilty if I don’t go. 

Daylight found my lifelong 
friend Gary and I wading 
through the snow looking for 
fresh tracks. We then split 
up and I spent most of the 
day sitting on a folding stool 
waiting for a deer that never 
came by. When I got home 
that night (tired and cold) I 
found out that some of our 
pipes were frozen. Just 
great. I took my wife’s hair 
dryer and went downstairs 
to try and thaw them. Where 
I had to climb up to reach 
the pipes there was a pile of 
junk that must have been 
there for at least 50 years. 
Well, bad enough to be wet, 
cold, tired, and didn’t even 
get a chance to see a deer 
but now I had to move this 
junk first. This junk was so 
heavy that some of it would- 
n’t even budge. I thought to 
myself “Awe come on Bill. 
Man up, you can climb up 
that pile. I mean if you can 
go deer hunting then you 


have assisted listening 
devices. But, what about 
town halls, school auditori- 
ums, and other public 
places?

»indoor cats; however 
ogs can bring 
ticks indoors 


where _ they 
transfer to cats and other 
indoor pets. .While feeding, 


ticks can transfer various 
diseases to cats, including 
Lyme disease, although cats 
are more resistant to Lyme 
disease as they tend to be 
better groomers. “Still, it is 
important to check your cat 
for ticks,” says Tapscott. 

To check for ticks, run your 
hands slowly over your dog 
or cat each time they come 
inside. A great number of 
people, dogs, and cats can 
get ticks from their own 
manicured lawns, according 
to Tapscott. The humaneso- 
ciety.org recommends you 
check the torso, in between 
toes, inside ears, around the 
face and chin, and under the 
armpits. “If you feel a bump 
or swollen area, check to see 
if a tick has burrowed 
there.” 

Remove ticks with a pair of 
tweezers, making sure to 
pull away from the body of 
the animal from the closest 
point on the skin. Try to 
remove entire tick. If you 
cannot remove the tick head 
use peroxide or warm soapy 
water then apply an over the 
counter antibiotic such as 
bacitracin or neomycin. 

If the tick bite is not heal- 
ing within a few days or your 
pet shows signs of lethargy, 
loss of appetite, or fever, 
contact your vet. Animals 
can show signs of infection 
even six months after a tick 
bite. 

Ticks can transfer from 
pets to humans. If a person 
is bitten by a tick, they can 
get an infection and should 
consult with a doctor. 
“Remember, where your pet 
goes, you go and you’re at 
risk for Lyme disease as 
well. There’s no vaccine for 
humans,” warns Tapscott. 


prone to ticks than . 


By mowing your lawn regu- 
larly, removing tall weeds, 
grass, and leaves, and keep- 
ing garbage covered and 
inaccessible to rodents, you 
are more likely to decrease 
the amount of ticks in your 
yard. 

Other issues to be aware of 
during warmer weather 
include fleas and. mites 
(microscopic: bugs), which 
can enter the home through 
screens, shoes, on other 
pets, and even mice. Both 
dogs and cats can get a dis- 
ease from mosquito bites 
that cause heartworm. They 
can get tapeworms from 
fleas, and can pick up para- 
sites from bird and animals 
droppings. 

Ask your veterinarian for a 
safe and effective Lyme vac- 
cine, topical flea and tick 
prevention, and protection 
from heartworm. 
Remember - some treat- 
ments that are safe for dogs 
can be toxic to cats. A meas- 
ure of vigilance and preven- 
tion will help: protect your 
pets.

Multiple kinds of telephone scams 
targeting area residents 


Bedford Police Chief 
Robert Bongiorno and 
Middlesex Sheriff Peter J. 
Koutoujian would like to 
retninid residents to be care- 
ful with their private and 
financial information as 

_.Zroups. of individuals have 
beeh’ engaged recently in 
multiple types of telephone 
scams. 

‘The. arrest scams are an 
attempt to con innocent peo- 
ple oiit of money and identi- 
ty information. 

“Residents should be very 
cartefil about giving out any 
information to a person call- 
ing them unsolicited,” Chief 
Bongiorno said. “Safeguard 
your bank account numbers 
and ‘social security numbers, 
and’ remember: when in 
doubt, ‘don’t give it out.” 

Qne.scam involves an indi- 
vidual ‘or group of individu- 
als claiming to be Middlesex 
Deputy Sheriffs who are col- 
lecting money owed by the 


resident to the Internal 
Revenue Service and threat- 
ening arrest for failure to 
pay. Neither Middlesex 
Deputy Sheriffs nor police 
officers engage in money 
collection practices for the 
IRS. 

In a second telephone 
scam, the caller pretends to 
be a deputy sheriff demand- 
ing money and threatening 
the resident with arrest for 
either failure to pay debts or 
failure to show up for jury 
duty. The caller says that 
the resident has an arrest 
warrant, which can be can- 
celed if money is paid to 
them, usually via the pur- 
chase of a Green Dot 
MoneyPak card. These calls 
are also fake. 

“The public should be 
assured that these calls are 
not legitimate,” Sheriff 
Koutoujian said. “No one 
should ever be scammed out 
of their hard-earned money. 


We want citizens to be aware 
of these scams so they can 
properly protect them- 
selves.” 

Anyone who has questions 
regarding jury duty should

Again, police and sheriff’s 
deputies do not collect 
money,and they do not col- 
lect fees to cancel arrest 
warrants.

that by getting assists.” 

The .mere. fact that 
Leighton is playing at all is 
somewhat of a miracle. In 
that September 2012 motor- 
cycle accident in Weston, in 
which he was a passenger, 
Leighton’s teammate can 
close friend, Regis College 
senior Michael Kaplan was 
tragically killed, while 
Leighton suffered a concus- 
sion and two broken ribs. 

Through rehabilitation and 
hard work Leighton was 
ready for the start of last 
season in January 2013 and 
went on to have an outstand- 
ing year. Nevertheless, the 
injury took a physical toll on 
Leighton. 

“T had to go through rehab 
just to get the motion back 
in my wrists and to get the 
bend back in them,” 
Leighton said. “Then the 
mental part of it was tough 
too. Any time you break 
anything you are a little ten- 
tative to get hit at first. But 
the more I got hit there, I 
realized I was not going to 
break it again.” 

On top of the mental aspect 
of getting over his injury, 
Leighton also had to get over 
the mental aspect of being in 
the accident. and. losing. a 
close friend

“It was tough to go back to 
lacrosse, because he was one 
of my closest friends and 
one of the first people I met 
at Regis.

back to work and being with 
my teammates helped.” 

According. to Blumenthal, 
having Leighton back also 
helped out his teammates. 

“We have a really close knit 
group. I have been with 
other teams and have never 
seen one as close as this;”

Leighton says. that one of 
the best parts of his college 
experience so far has been 
that camaraderie with his 
teammates.

He is 
always there to cheer me on 
at all my games and he still 
does it now that I am in col- 
lege.”

M. F Charles Building | is redeveloped, 
preserved by Mawn family, 
Northern Bank and Trust 


Major renovation in heart of downtown secures 
‘historic building’s place for years to come. 


By PAUL FEELY 


One could say the long con- 
struction and renovation proj- 
ect involving the former M.F. 
Charles building in downtown 
Reading is coming to and end, 
but Jim Mawn prefers to look 
at it as a new beginning. 

“It took a long time, and a 
lot of effort, but we’re here 
now,” ‘said Mawn, President 
and CEO of Northern bank 
and -Trust Company, which 
will be the anchor tenant in 
the building. 

‘One of the town’s local 
business landmarks, the M.F. 
Charles stationery store 
closed its doors for good 
Thursday, June 30, 2005 after 
112 years in business, two 
weeks after the property it is 
located in was sold to'a 
Woburn based group for $2.9 
million. 

The M.F. Charles Building 
(listed as 600-622 Main Street 
in Reading) in Reading square 
was purchased from longtime 
owners Donald Cripps and his 
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Norma by Haven 
Properties, LLC., for $2.9 mil- 
lion. The sale‘ was completed 
on Wednesday, June 15, 2005. 

Since then, the property 
has. gone. through years. of 
study, an extensive permitting 
process, and renovation work. 
A lengthy reconstruction proj- 
ect to redesign the downtown 
traffic flow has come and 
gone, 

Mawn feels customers will

soon feel the way he does - 
that the new bank, and other 
tenants of the building, are 
worth the wait. 

“We thought this was a 
great location,” said Mawn. 
“The extent of work that was 
needed, after we started peek- 
ing under the covers a bit was 
maybe more than we antici- 
pated, but about 6 months ago 
we broke the back of the real 
heavy structural improve- 
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ments. It 
was a lot of work getting it 
ready to’ start the interior 
work, but we’re in the final leg 
of it now.” . 
_~Mawn said a lot of work 
has gone into trying to pre- 
serve the historic features of 
the structure. 

“The initial challenge of 
the work was the exterior,” 
said Mawn. “The upper floors 
had vinyl replacement win- 
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dows, which we took out and 


put in mahogany and wood 
work, new windows, and 
brought the look of the his- 
toric brick work into the inte- 
rior It’s new brickwork on the 
interior, but made to mimic 
the original exterior brick- 
work. The distressed wood- 
work inside the bank branch, 
covering steel beams, is 
meant to mimic the look of 
the original pieces, It’s not 
distressed wood, but looks dis- 
tressed.” 

Mawn said local history 
experts were consulted to help 
with placement of awnings 
along the outside of the build- 
ing, to mimic the original 
storefronts. 

“The Reading Historical 
Commission helped us choose 
the awnings,” said Mawn. “We 
brought fabric samples before 
them, and they showed us 
where they wanted the 
awnings to go and where they 
didn’t, to get as close to the 
original as possible. This 
gives it a flavor of what it 
might have looked like at the 
time.” 

Mawn said a soft opening 
of the Northern Bank and 
Trust branch at the site is 
planned for this week, with a 
grand opening for the public 
planned for May 21.

(already open); D’Amici’s 
Bakery (which plans to open 
in the coming weeks), and 
Bunratty Tavern, an Irish 
Tavern that will feature an 
outdoor patio. 

“We’re hoping it attracts 
the foot traffic we-and the 
town -are looking for,” said 
Mawn. “They (Bunratty) were 
the first unrelated tenant to 
sign up, back in 2012, They 
are hoping to be done in June. 
It would give the town a nice 
outdoor dining alternative for 
the summer.” 

“We would love to be open 


‘by late May,” said Eilish 


Havey, owner of Bunnaly 
Tavern. 

According to Mawn, the 
first floor of Northern Bank 
will feature a conferetice 
room open to the public for 
community meetings, with a 
view of Haven Street. 

The second floor of the 
building will contain. office 
space, while the third floor 
will eventually offer six resi-- 
dential condo units. as’ 

“There would be a central 
core,” said Mawn. “One unit 
kind of set off, then a central 
core area that would house 
the other five units.” 

Mawn said the hope isto 
have the units available some 
time in 2015. 

“At the end of the summer 
we expect to begin the permit- 
ting phase for them,” said 
Mawn. “It should be night and 
day from what we went 
through with the retail por- 
tion. It’s been a long process, 
but we’ve worked hand in 
hand with the town. They’ve 
been very good to work with 
in getting us through the 
process.” 

The building was once 
home to The M.F. Charles 
store (operated by Cripps); 
Mr. Glenn’s Barber Shop,

“Captain America: The 
Winter Soldier” is an exciting 
mix of traditional superhero 
and contemporary political 
conspiracy as Steve Rogers 
battles enemies close to home 
and from his past. 

“Captain America” is a 
grittier, more dangerous and 
darker movie than you’ve 
come to expect from entries 
in the Marvel movie universe. 

The film tackles more 
adult topics than the usual 
popcorn blockbuster. 

The movie basically asks 
the question, “Who’s watching 
the watchers?” as it seems 
S.H.LE.L.D. may have 
become too powerful in its 
zeal to protect the world from 


enemies at home and abroad. ~ 


The basic plot of “The 
Winter Soldier” is the under- 
mining of SH1E.L.D. and 
the corruption of power. 

Joining Cap is Natasha 
Romanoff, aka Black Widow. 
(Scarlett Johansson) and a 
new ally, Steve Wilson, aka 
Falcon (Anthony Mackie). 

In his newest adventure, 

you have a superhero with 
1940s sensibilities about duty, 
country and patriotism: bat- 
tling the present geopolitical 
landscape where cynicism 
and distrust are the norm. 
_ The film wastes little time 
in getting to the good stuff, as 
Cap makes quick work of a 
band of Algerian pirates who 
have taken hostage the crew 
of a S.H.LE.L.D. vessel. 
Providing a super-assist in 
the rescue is Black Widow, 
who is on board the ship for a 
secret mission other than the 
saving the crew.

The 
store was originally called 
M.F. Charles, but was 
changed to M.F. Charles and 
Sons in the 1930s, when sons 
Warren and Norman joined 
the business. Norma Cripps 
(Millard’s granddaughter ) 
and her husband Donald mark 
the third generation to have 
maintained the business. 

The M.F. Charles Building, 
located at 612 Main Street, 
was built in 1893 by the 
Masonic Temple Corporation 
and was operated by a group 
of independent businessmen. 
The building was designed by 
architect W.W. Dinsmore, with 
assistance from H.R. 
Johnson, who drew the plans 
and the specifications. 

Ground was broken on the 
site in April, 1893, and the 
building was ready for occu- 
pancy in time for the town’s 
250th anniversary celebration 
in 1894. For many years in the 
building was known in 
Reading as the ‘Masonic 
Block’. In the early years, a 
large part of the third floor 
was leased to the Good 
Samaritan Lodge. The remain- 
ing portion of the building was 
used as a public hall and the- 
ater through 1920, when the 
Masonic Lodge acquired sole 
use of the third floor. When 
the lodge relocated in the 
1970s, the block was renamed 
the ‘M.F. Charles building’.

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Healthy meals made fast 


Busy families are increasingly looking to free up time in 
their busy schedules. While certain shortcuts can make daily 
life more manageable, families sometimes pay too steep a price 
in their efforts to save time.

Having them precooked or 
partially cooked cuts down on the cooking time during the week. 


- Think ahead to which leftovers can be turned into, new meals.

* Enlist some help. More hands in the kitchen can make, for 
faster work. When schedules overlap, have someone peel pota- 
toes in the morning and set them into a bowl of water in ‘the 
refrigerator to used that evening.

minophen can increase a person's risk of hear- 
ing loss. Some side effects related to hearing 
loss may disappear when a person stops taking 
the medication that is contributing to those 
side effects, but that's not always the case, so 
it's best to discuss any potential side effects of 
medications with your physician before taking 
anything. 

* Be especially careful when enjoying recre- 
ational activities that put hearing in harm's 
way. Some celebratory activities are augment- 
ed by fireworks, and while fireworks may pro- 
vide some stunning visual appeal to celebra- 
tions, that appeal could be coming at the 
expense of your hearing. Hearing loss is some- 
times caused by exposure to loud and sudden 
noises, such as those made by fireworks. When 
attending celebrations that include fireworks, 
stay as far away from the fireworks as possible 
and wear earplugs if necessary. 


Shooting enthusiasts may also be putting 
themselves in harm's way. When visiting ‘a 
shooting range or going on a hunting trip, pro- 
tect your ears with headphones or ear pliigs. 
The sudden pop of a gun or rifle can cause 
irreparable ear damage if you haven't already 
taken steps to protect your ears. 

* Limit use of personal music plac 
Though it's hard to predict how many’ of 
today's young people will suffer hearing ‘oss 
down the road, it's fair to assume hearing loss 
figures will be on the rise. That's thanks’ in 
large part to increased usage of personal musi¢ 
players and smartphones and their’ accompa: 
nying earbuds and headphones that allow 
music fans to crank up their favorite tunes at 
all hours of the day regardless of location. The 
louder and longer a person listens to muisi¢ 
through headphones or earbuds, the greater 
that person's risk of hearing loss may be. «« -.

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US home price gains slow for third straight month: 


“WASHINGTON (AP) — 
U.S. home price gains cooled 
in February from the previous 
year for the third month in a 
row, as harsh winter weather 
and high buying costs have 
slowed sales. 

The Standard & 
Poor's/Case-Shiller 20-city 
home price index rose 12.9 
percent in February com- 
pared with 12 months earlier. 
While healthy, that is down 
from a 13.2 percent gain in 
January. 

And home prices fell in 13 
of the 20 cities in February 
compared with the previous 
month. The index is not 
adjusted for seasonal varia- 
tions, so those declines partly 
reflect weaker sales in the 


winter. 


In addition to bad weather, 
sales have been held back by a 
limited supply of available 
homes, which has forced 
potential buyers to bid up 
prices. That's caused prices to 
increase even as sales ‘have 
slowed. Sales of existing 
homes fell to their lowest level 
in 20 months in March. 

With sales slowing, many 
economists forecast that price 
gains will keep dropping this 
year into the mid-single digits. 


Higher prices may also be 
discouraging investors from 
buying homes, contributing to 
slower sales. _ Investors 
accounted for 17 percent of 
sales in March, according to 
the National Association of 
Realtors, down from 21 per- 
cent in February. 

"The housing market is 
showing signs of slowing, but 
this was expected and is part 
of a broader return to nor- 
mal," said Stan Humphries, 
chief economist at real estate 
data provider Zillow. 

Prices in Las Vegas dipped 
0.1 percent in February from 
the previous month, the city's 
first monthly decline in nearly 
two years. And home prices 
fell 1.6 percent in Cleveland 
and 0.7 percent in Tampa, 
Florida. Both monthly drops 
were the largest for those two 
cities since January 2012. 

Las Vegas still posted the 
biggest 12-month gain, with an 
increase of 23.1 percent. But 
that's down from 24.9 percent 
in January. Many investors 
had snapped up homes in Las 
Vegas after prices plunged in 
the housing bust, causing 
sharp price gains. 

Home sales and construc- 
tion started recovering about

two years ago after being 
hammered by the housing 
bust and Great Recession. But 
a jump in mortgage rates last 
spring caused sales of existing 
homes to start falling in the 
summer. 

’ Sales have now fallen in 
seven of the past eight 
months. But the sales decline 
in March was small and many 
economists said it showed that 
existing-home sales had likely 
bottomed out. 

Contracts to buy homes 
posted a healthy gain last 
month, the Realtors' group 
said yesterday. Signed con- 
tracts typically result in sales 
one to two months later, so the 
increase points to higher sales 
in the coming months, 

New home sales, mean- 
while, plunged 14.5 percent in 
March to the slowest pace in 
eight months, according to a 
government report last week. 
A jump in prices contributed 
to the decline. 

The Case-Shiller index cov- 
ers roughly half of US. 
homes. The index measures 
prices compared with those in 
January 2000 and creates a 
three-month moving average. 
The February figures are the _ 
latest available.
